year, the American newspaper corre­ 
spondents in London have become so 
accustomed 
to working under 
the 
handicaps of a censorship that there 
is now comparatively little friction be­ 
tween the men who send the news 
and those who would stop it. Although 
there are occasional 
stoppages 
that 
are 
past 
understanding, correspond­ 
ents generally have learned the limi­ 
tations under which they can dissemi­ 
nate news from a belligerent country 
and the censors have at 
the 
same 
time generally become more reason­ 
able. 
In an interview with Sir Edward T. 
Cook, who, with Sir Frank A. Swet- 
tenham, directs the press bureau, a 
correspondent of the Associated Pre ss. 
has been given an exposition of the 
principles under which the handling 
of new's, both for the 
foreign 
and 
British papers, is administered under 
war conditions. 
Sir Edward is best known in jour­ 
nalism as the former editor of the 
Daily News, and since his retirement 
from that position has devoted himself 
to literary labors. 
He 
has 
edited 
John Ruskin’s works and wTas Rus­ 
kin^ biographer, making 
many 
im­ 
portant contributions to English lit­ 
erature, and since the war began he 
has published a life of Delane, th# 
famous editor of the Times. 
In beginning his exposition, Sir Ed­ 
ward told the correspondent that the 
press bureau never censors articles oi 
telegrams criticising the censorship 
He urged the correspondent 
not 
tG 
speak “too much good” of the censor­ 
ship. 
“I don’t suppose you are likely tc 
do so,” he said, “but it would really 
be a terrible blow if you did. The en­ 
terprising newspaper of news agency 
and an efficient censorship are oat 
ural enemies, and if the day should 
ever come when the newspapers, Brit 
ish and neutral, conspired to pre is# 
the press bureau, it would be a cains 
trophe for one or the other of us; 
it would mean either that the journal 
ists had lost their ‘go’ or that our cen 
sors here had been neglecting tkeii 
duty.” 
Sir Edward declared that the only 
“boquet” thus far laid at the feet ol 
the censors came unintentionally from 
Count von Bernstorff, Germany’s am­ 
bassador to the United States, when 
the ambassador described the Brit is! 
bureau as one w hich “in its efficiency 
and imaginative powers has never hat 
its equal in the history of the world.’ 
“That,” 
declared 
Sir Edward, “is* 
probably higher praise than we de 
serve, but I think it is pretty good 
evidence that we have prevented some 
things which the enemy would have 
liked and done other things which he 
has disliked. 
That is a real compli­ 
ment, for the press bureau is a wai 
department.” 
Sir Edward pointed .to the British 
government’s notification upon

lf railroads will allow and permit

hence no increased cost. 
Trainmen 
’re now paid by the mile, overtime to 
begin after ten hours for IOO miles. 
Tf course the reader will readily un-| 
lerstand that if a division is 150 miles! 
the overtime will not begin until fif­ 
teen hours have elapsed. 
lf, instead of paying train and en­ 
gine crews three cents per mile, for' 
example, on a basis of ten miles p e r1, 
hour, with straight overtime, as a t 1 
present, they pay train and enginei 
crews the same rate per mile and al­ 
low and permit their trains to ru n 1 
twelve end one-half miles per hour, 
overtime will not begin on a one- 
hundred mile division 
until

hours have elapsed, and on a 150 mile 
division, until twelve hours, and on I 
i 200 mile division until sixteen hours 
have elapsed.

Boy Scouts of America, both as re­ 


gards its endeavor to make significant 


educationally 
the recreational read­ 
ing interests of boys, and its efforts 
to warn their parents regarding the 
menace of the 
modern 
book-bound 


“ thriller.” 
It is the purpose of the Boy Scout 
movement to give educational value 
and moral worth to the boy’s instinc­ 
tive equipm ent, chief of which is the 
play instinct. 
Broadly speaking, the 
boy spends his leisure time either in 
outdoor diversions or indoor reading. 
In the one instance we have the boy 
in action expressing himself through 
his manifold play activities; in the 
other, the bo ’ 3 body is at rest, but 
his mind still goes on under the dom­ 
ination of th 4 play instinct, so that, 
after all, the boy’s recreational read­ 
ing interests are only another mani­ 
festation of the play 
Instinct, 
and 
should be reckoned with 
from 
the 
same point of view. 
In a word, if it is important that we 
attempt to give direction to the p!a> 


instinct in the one instance,

equally important that we do in the! 


other. 
This is why the Boy Scout or-1 
ganization. in its effort to understand I 
and guide the boy in his hours of j 
leisure, has incorporated in its plans, j 
a reading program, to vitally help in;

At this age they love a hero, for; 
this is the hero-worshipping period,] 
but their hero must be a man of ac-. 
Hon, brave, daring, 
doing 
unusual,* 
even sensational things. The demand 
on the part of the boy for the thrill I 
and excitement and the “ pep,” as the { 
boy would say, is 
quite 
legitimate.] 
What writers of boys’ books must do I 
is to cut out the red “ pep.” 
For example, if you take gasoline 
and feed it to an automobile a drop ■ 
at a time you get splendid results; | 
but take the same quantity of gaso-i 
line and just pour it out, and you eith­ 
er don’t get anywhere or you get ^ 
somewhere you don’t want to go. This 
is an apt illustration of

use of tho elements that must enter 


in to make good books for boys. 
The 


difference between a 
“ Treasure 
Is­ 
land” and a modern thriller in its 
many editions is not a difference in 
the elements so much as the use each 
author makes of them. 
Through the reading of the present 
day “ thrillers,” with their gross exag­ 
geration, ideals are lowered, high as­ 
pirations are throttled, tastes of every 
sort are vitiated, language is vulgar­ 
ized, good manners coarsened, amuse­ 
ment standards lowered. 
In a word, 
the nobler mind, the finer emotions, 
are seared as with a red-liot iron. 
To call out the ability and manli­ 
ness which is so ready and waiting 
to be awakened in every boy, the Boy 
Scouts of America througn its library 
commission, is making war
